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DEATH REVEAIS MYSTERY IN 
CAREER OF BRITISH OFFICER. 


Edmund Carter Plant of Bristol, Lieu- 


neers and Colonel Commanding the 
Gloucestershire Volunteer Regi- 
ment, Known for Nearly Two Dec- 
adeés as an Accountant in Dorset- 
shire—Had Two Families, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, Oct. 11.—Thte death of Edmund 
Carter Plant, Meutenant colonel of the Royal 
engineers and colonel commanding the Sec- 
ond Gloucestershire volunteers, has revealed 
a strange story of the double life of one of 
the best known officers of the British army. 

For nineteen years Lieut. Col. Plant was, 
& prominent figure In military and social life 
in the city of Brietol. He was a companion 
of the order of the Bath and had won the 
volunteer officer's decoration. He was a lead- 
ing spirit in Bristol yachting, shooting, foot- 
bali, and cricket, and his home at 10 Higin 
park, Redlam, in Bristol, was a recognized 
social center. The colonel had been a widow- 
er since 1890, his late wife having been buried 
in the Bristol cemetery.. 


His Life in Dorsetshire. 

For nineteen years there lived in a house 
known as ‘“ the Old Grange,” in the small 
Dorsetshire village of Osborne, Edmund Hall, 
an accountant by profession, He had a 
wife and family. He lived a quiet life. 
was never known to take an interest in 
sports, and his only recreation was ds a 
bee fancier. He and his family enjoyed 
the respect and confidence of the entire 
community. His family consisted of a wife 
and a son. One son 17 years old had died 
in 1901, and an infant son 16 months old 
died during the present year. Both had 
been buried in Osborne churchyard. 


Death Comes Suddenly. 

On Monday, Sept. 1, Bdmund Hall drove 
with his little son to a neighboring farm in 
the village of Templecombe, where he took 
some hives of bees. Afterwards he went to 

a farm house and while taking tea with the 
itis of the farmer he suddenly fell dead of 
heart disease, An inquest was held on the 
following day. It was attended by his eldest 
"gon, who testified that his father had knowl- 
edge that he was suffering from that ailment. 
The sympathy of the neighbors about the 
country was widely expressed for the dead 
man’s faiily. 

Nod suspicions were aroused, although some 

surprise was expressed at the news that Mr. 
Hall would be buried on the following Satur- 
day at Bristol instead of in Osborne church- 
yard. 
On Wednesday the Bristol newspapers an- 
nounced the sudden death of heart disease on 
the previous Monday at a smali village near 
Templecombe, while om a holiday, of one of 
the most distinguished, best known, andi re- 
spected inhabitants of Bristol, Col. Edmund 
Carter Piant, C. B., who would be buried on 
Saturday in Bristol biene full military hon- 
ors. te 

But the editor of the Sherbourne paper 
suspected something more. He made inquir- 
ies which convinced him as to the identity of 
Hall and Plant, but he was unable to prove 
fis case. However, he did not lobe sight of 
the body, which Friday evening was taken to 
the station, attended by a large number of 
sorrowing villagers, and was placed in a 
special passenger coach. The coffin plate was 
seen to be inscribed: ‘‘ Bdmund Hall, died 


Sept. 9, 1902, aged 60.”’ 


Coffin Plate Is Changed. 

The Bristol undertaker entered the van 
with the coffin, but at the junctiom where 
the car was detached and coupled to another 
irain thie man changed to an ordinary car- 
"riage, and when the train arrived at 
Bristol the coffin plate was seen to be in- 
scribed: ““Bdmund Carter Plant, C. B., colo- 
nel Bristol engineers, died Sept. 9, 1902, 
aged 60,” . 

On Seturday the streets of Bristol were 
thronged with thousands of people anxious 
‘to see the funeral, which was the finest miH-. 
tary spectacle the populace had seen since 
the laite Queen Victoria visited the place in 
1807. Hight military colonels acted as pall-. 
beaters. They were followed by a brilliant 
‘eortége of officers and troops half a miie long, 
and also by the lord miayor’s state coach. 
high sheriffs in carriages, etc. Thus this dis- 
tinguished resident of Brietol was laid im the 
cemetery of the town beside his wife, who 
died in 1900, and to whom he was married in 


“Mrs. Hall” Not Deceived. 

Not until his death was the identity of their 
father revealed to their children at Osborne. 
The ‘‘ Mrs. Hali’’ knew that, and but for the 
clumsy work of his legal advisers, when they 
notified tle Bristol newspapers of the col- 
onel’s death, the secret would never have 
been revealed. The mention of Templecombe 
gave the clew, however, and resulted in the 
exposure. Thecolonel’s. absence at Bristol or 
Osborne ‘“‘on business’ never aroused the 
slightest suspicion.

Russia’s Intrigue with Sultan 

Over Balkan Crisis Gives 
_-Graye Concern to 


WARSHIPS PASS STRAITS. 


Two of Czar’s Fighting Vessels

LONDON, Oct. 11.—The Turkish and Bal- 
kan situation continues to develop inia man-:

‘country in regard to the education bill has 
reached such a point that talk of resignation 
has been resorted to even by the ministers 
‘themselves.

Rockefellers Make a Contract Which 
Will Leave the Gould Interests Out 
in the Cold—From Omaha to the 
Ocean Is the New Territory That 
Will Be Covered—Arrangement Is 
Made in Legal Form-Big Advantage 
Is Secured. 


From reliable authority it was learned last 


evening that arrangements were completed | . 


by the Rockefellers and E. H. Harriman in 


New York yesterday whereby the Milwaukee 


and St. Paul practically secures an inde- 
pendent outlet to the Pacific coast from 
Omaha via the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific railroads. 

The arrangement is said to be in the form 
of a legal contract, the same as the Chicago 
and Northwestern has with the Union Pa- 


cific, and which is stronger and more binding q 


than an ordinary traffic alliance. By it the 


Milwaukee and St. Paul will be able to run 


its own trains through to the Pacific coast 
and compete on even terms with any of the 
transcontinental lines. 

Spoils Gould Plans. ; 

This, of coursé, will spoll the reported ex- 
clusive traffic alliance or merger of the Mi)- 
waukee and St. Paul with Gould’s Missouri 
Pacific system, It is probable, however, that 
some sort of a traffic arrangement may yet 
be made whereby the Missouri Pacific will 
furnish the Milwaukee and St. Paul with an 
outlet from Kansas City to El Paso and the 
southwest and gulf ports. 

The reported deal between the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and the Union Pacific indicates 
that Harriman’s influence with the Rocke- 
fellers was more potent than Gould's. It 
has, been known for some time that the 
relations between Harriman and Gould were

- Crucial Conference Today. 

As a result of the conference between Mr, 
Morgan and Mr. Root a conference will be 
held at the White house in Washington to- 
morrow, beginning at 11 o'clock, between 
the president, Secretary Root, and Commis- 
sioner of Labor Wright. There was a te- 
port tonight that Senators Quay and Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania would also be present 
at the conference. It is bélleved tomorrow's 
conference may bring some important de- 
velopments in the effort to settle the coat 
strike. 

Operators Hurry to See Morgan. 

Whether Mr. Morgan summoned them or 
not is not known, but D. H. Bacon of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company and Chair- 
man Thomas of the Erie railroad came hur-, 
rying to the club. Mr. Morgan talked an 
hour with Mr. ‘Thomds and then seemed to be 
waiting to know the result of a talk between 
Mr. Bacon and Mr. Thomas. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock John Markle, one 
of the independent coal operators, called at 
the Union club and held an animated conver+ 
sation with Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Thomas left t#e club in a cab and went 
direct to the Fifth Avenue hotel, where. he 
held a short consultation with Senator Platt. 

No one concerned in today’s conferences 
would talk of them. 


May Take Duty Off Coal. 
One of the reports was that the subject 
Morgan was an ¢xtra session of congress, 
It is said the object of the special session 
would be to take the duty of 07 cents a ton 
off anthracite coal. 


Root Goes to Morgag’s Yacht. 

The first thing Mr. Root did after his arrival 
in town was te go to the polling place at 
Seventy-first street and Madison avenue and 
register. He was then driven to the Unton 
League club, where he had breakfast, After 
preakfast the secretary rode in a cab to the 
West Thirty-fifth stret pier. 

A launch was waiting for the secretary and 
in it he was taken aboard the Corsair, which 
was anchored far out in the North river. It 
was shortly after 10 o'clock when Mr. Root 
climbed up the Corsair’s gangway. 


Send* Many Telegrams. 
At 2:45 e’clock the secretary and Mr. Mor- 
n were taken in a launch to the foot of 
West Forty-second street. Mr. Morgan had 
ordered a carriage, but twenty minutes 
elapsed before it arrived. When it did 
come Mr. Morgan and Secretary Root rode 
to the Union club at Twenty-tirst street and 
Fifth avenue. 

Mr. Root remained at the club only a few 
minutes. He was driven to the Pennsylvania 
ferry at West Twenty-third street. Here 
he sent several telegrams, one of which was 
to President Roosevelt... Mr. Root then 
went to Jersey and took the 4:45 train fom 
Washington. 


Talks to Baer on Telephone. 

Mr. Morgan remained at the Union club 
until 9 o’clock, when, with George W. Per- 
kins of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., he 
rode in a cab to the West Thirty-fifth street 
pier and from there boarded his yacht. As 
he left the club Mr. Morgan refused to talk. 
‘It was learned at the club that after the 
departure of Mr. Root Mr. Morgan talked on 
the telephone at length with President Baer 
of the Reading railroad, who was in Phila- 
delphia.

product. When the etrike in the anthracite 
fleld was imminent Rear Admiral R. B. 
Bradford, chief of the naval bureau of equip- 
ment, who is in charge of the work of sup- 
plying warships and naval stations, decided 
to take no chances on the possibility of a 
shortage of bituminous coal and proceeded 
to make contracts at the then low price 
which would give the fleet sufficient coal for 
the rest of the fiscal year, which will end 
June 30 next. 

Until receritly the contractors have not 
failed in their obligations, and it was the 
confident feeling of the navy department 
that the efficiency of the fleet would not be 
impaired thraugh any coal shortage. The 
department has now learned, however, that 
there is a scarcity of bituminous coal, and it 
is doubtful whether there can be enough 
of it supplied to fill the bunkers of the ships 
that have been designated to participate 
in the West Indian maneuvers. ° 


Company Unable to Fill Contract. 


The Pocahontas Coal company, which sup- 
plies most of the engine room fuel to the 
navy, is making every endeavor to give the 
fleet enough coal, and its efforts are much 
appreciated by the navy department. But 
the department has been informed that this 
and other coal concerns are having difficulty 
in getting enough material to comply with 
their, contracts. They are also experiencing 
a great deal of trouble in finding adequate 
means {of transportation. Although the 
Pocahontas company is maki regular’ 
shipments to navy yards and other places 
of delivery, it does not know how long it 
will be able to continue. — ! 


‘CLEVELAND’S PEACE IDEAS. 


When President He Sent Message to 
Congress Suggesting Appointing 
Permanent Arbitrators. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 11,—[Special.]—In 
connection with President Roosevelt's re- 
ported intention to suggest action by congress 
as a means Of preventing a recurrence of such 
conditions as now prevail inthe coal region it 
is pertinent to recall that in April, 1886, Presi- 
dent Cleveland sent a special message to 
congress which was inspired by labor trou- 
bles in Pennsylvania and elsewhere in the 
country. After discussing the relations be- 
tween labor and capital President Cleveland 
recommended the creation of a permanent 


employer and employé. Discussing the ques- 
tlon, Mr. Cleveland said: 

“ The discontent of the employed is due in 
large degree to the grasping and heedless ex- 
actions of employers and the alleged dis- 
crimination in favor of capital as an object 
of governmental attention. It-must also be 
conceded that the laboring men are not al- 
ways careful to avoid causeless and unjusti- 
fiable disturbance.”’ 

After pointing out that any effort in the di- 
rection of securing a better accord between 
labor and capital by the federal government 
must be limited by constitutional restrictions, 
and that there “ are many grievances which 
legislation by congress cannot redress, and 
many conditions which cannot by such means 
be reformed,” ‘Mr. Cleveland said: 

“I am satisfied that something may be 
done under federal authority to prevent the 
disturbances which so often arise from .dis- 
putes between employers and the employed, 
and which at times seriously threaten the 
business interests of the country, and in my 
opinion the proper theory on which to pro- 
ceed is that of voluntary arbitration as the 
means of settling these difficulties. 

Board Should Be Permanent. 

“ But I suggest that, instead of arbitrators 
chosen in the heat of conflicting claims, and 
after each dispute shall arise, for the pur- 
pose of determining thesame there be creat- 
ed a commission of labor, consisting of three 
members, who shall be regular officers of the 
government, charged, among other duties, 
with the consideration and settlement, when 
possibie, of all controversies between labor 
and 

“A-commission thus organized would hay 
the advantage of being a stable body, and its 
members, as they gained experience, would 
consantl# improve in their ability to deal 
intelligently and usefully with the questions 


arbitrators are chosen for tempora servi 
as each case of duspute arises, exmetibane 
and familiarity with much that is involved 
in the question will be lacking, extreme par- 
tisanship and bias will be the qualifications 
sought on either side, and frequent com. 
plaints of unfairness and partiality will be 
inevitabie. The imposition upon a federal 
court of a duty so foreign to the judicia! 
functions as the selection of an arbitrator of 
such cases is at least of doubtfu! propriety. 
Would Recognize Labor Rights. 
“The establishment by federal authorit 
of such a bureau would be just and psc 
ble recognition of the value: of labor and of 
its rights to. be represented in the depart- 
mems of the government. So far as its 
eonciliatory offices shall have relation to 
disturbances which interfere with transit 
and commerce between the states, its ex- 
dstence would be justified under the pro- 
visions of legislation which gives to con- 
gress the power ‘to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the severa} 
states’; and in the frequent. disputes be. 
tween the laboring men.and:their employ- 
ers of less extent, and the consequences of 
which are confined within state‘limits and 
threaten domestic violence, the interposi-

stitutional provision which requires the gen- 

eral government to ‘ protect’ each of the

“If such a commission was fairly organ- 
ized the risk of loss of popular support and 
sympathy resulting from a refusal to sub- 
mit to so peaceful an instrumentality would 
constrain both parties to such disputes to 
invoke its interference and abide by its de- 
cisions. There would also be good reason 
to hope that the existence of such an 
agency would invite application to it for ad- 
vice and counsel, frequently resulting in the 
avoidance of contention and misunderstand- 
ing. 
“Tf the usefulness of such a commission 
is doubted because it might lack power to 
enforce its decisions, much encouragement 
is derived from the conceded good that has 
been accomplished by the railroad commis- 
sions which have been organized in many 
of the states, which, having little more than 
advisory power, have exerted a most sal- 
utary influence in the settlement of disputes 
between conflicting interests. 

Might Increase Labor Bureau.. 

“In July, 1884, by a law ‘of congress, a 
bureau of labor was established and placed 
in charge of a commissioner of labor, who 


is required to ‘ collect information upon the 
subject of labor, its relation to capital, the

“Power should also be distinctly con- 
ferred upon this bureau to investigate the 
causes of all disputes as they occur, wheth- 
er submitted for arbitration or not, so that 
information may always be at hand to aid 
legislation on the subject when necessary 
and desirable.”’

HARLAN TELLS OF A DANGER.

The company has power to 
sell bonds on the market or to sell them to 
stockholders at the same value.

Not for a moment could it be considered 
that there was any benevolent purpose in 
these phenomena. The physician who was 
present dare not include’ this qaneepton 
among his articles of faith. 

Not only was there nothing preternatural 
in the disease, but it was the outcome of 
natural processes, and-there were evidences 
to show that many of its nianifestations and 
methods were marked by purpose, and that 
a beneficent one. 

The time will come when many so-called 
symptom diseases expressions would be re- 
cognized as the natural effort towardsa cure. 

This might be followed in conmection with 
the symptoms of the disease familiar by the 
uncouth name of appendicitis, where trouble 
occurred in the appendix wall of the Httle 
tube, which became perforated, and acrid 
poison found its way into the sensitive cavity 
of the abdomen. | 

The perforation was sudden and accidental, 
and might be preceded by no warning sign. 
The manifestations which followed are 
termed symptoms of peritonitis. They are

ous effort to minimize a calamity and save 

the patient’s Mfe.

.Good Seen in Peritonitis. 

When least occupied the skin of the abdo- 
men became acutely. sensitive and so pro- 
tected the damaged parts from disturbance 
and pressure. This was most necessary, and 
was further secured by another symptom— 
the remarkable ‘rigidity of the abdominal 
wall and the manifestations of peritonitis 
which begin to appear. 

Peritonitis, the professor says, is commonly 
spoken of as one of the most deadly and 
malignant of calamities. Never was acondi- 
tion more unjustly abused. The phenomena 
of peritonitis should be hailed with thankful- 
ness. Peritonitis is concerned only in af- 
fecting a good many symptoms of disease.

CAN EXCLUDE SALOONS FROM 
_ NEIGHBORHOOD OF SCHOOLS. 


‘Corporation Counsel Walker Holds That 
Old Ones Must Be Driven Out if New 


The city has the power to Grive out all the 
saloons located within 250 feet of a church 
or schoolhouse, according to an opinion 
drawn up by Corporation Counsel Walker 
yesterday for the license committee. At the 
same time he holds the city cannot keep other 
saloons from entering the same bounds if it 
allows those now thereto remain. The num- 
ber of saloons involved is set at 600 by Alfred 
Austrian, for the Brewers’ agsocia- 
tion, out of ea total of 6,500 saloons in the 


eity. 

The opinion will accompany an ordinance 
prohibiting all saloons within the limits, and 
Mr. Walker says this ordinance is a valid 
exercise of the city’s powers. The aldermen, 
while against allowing new saloons within 
the limit, have not expressed a desire to ex- 
clude those already on the ground. 

The city's right to enter streets in Packing- 
town to examine water mains and hydrants 
is recognized by John A. Spoor and Frederick 
8. Winston in an agreement drawn up be- 
tween the city and themselves as trustees 
for the Union company. They are 
about to put Ine six inch water main in West 
Thirty-eighth place, near Morgan street, at 
a cost of $1,230. Whenever the main yields 
@ revenue of 10 per cent of the cost the city 
will assume control of it, as in other new 
water pipe work, and will pay for it.

Indications Point té an Increased In- 
terest in the Popular Indoor Sport—

With the addition of several leagues which 
started last week the number of tourna- 
ments now in progress numbers forty, and as 
there are others to be heard from within the 
next two weeks the number is likely to run 
between forty-five and fifty. When it is con- 
sidered that some of the weaker leagues of 
last year have combined to make stronger 
organizations, and that the majority of the 
leagues are fully as well balanced as those 
of last year, it is a good indication that in- 
terest in the sport is quite as strong now as 
it was last winter. | 

As the season is yet in its infancy the 
various clubs have not had time to sift them- 
selves, and tail enders and top notchers can } 
be found side by side for the time being. 
In a few weeks the better teams will assert 
them=cives, for, in spite of the large amount 
of luck incident to the game, quality counts 
in the long run. Until then the interest in 
the various contests will not be great. While 
the percentage column, however, is not at- 
tracting much attention, the scores of teams 
and individuals are scanned with as much | 
interest as in midseason. Already the cracks 
are traveling at a fast clip, and the critics 
confidently assert most of the big marks of 
previous seasons will go by the board. 

Big Average by Scott. 

Last week the four figure mark was 
six times, and on Friday night Scott of the 
Colts’ team in the Chicago league put the 
ray average for the season for a series up 

to 236%. The high mark for this latter record 
is 24714, made by Chris Becker in the Engle- 
wood league in 1901, and this is the one rec- 
ord most likely to stand. At Louisville on 
Thursday, E. B. Swift of the Cygnet team 
of the Louisville league rolled scores of 260, 
235, and 175 for an average of 233%. 
This was announced by the Loulsville papers 
as a world’s record. Even if it had been, 
Swift’s glory would have been shortlived. 

Schneider of the Racine team, in the Lake 
View league, made a good but unsuccessful 
attempt, to pass the high game record made 
by F. Gerbig of the Benedict team in the 
Engravers’ league the week previous. He fell 
short by six pins, winding up with 280. With 
the 800 mark seriously threatened twice on 
two weeks, it seems probable that we shall 
yet have a perfect score made in a regular 
tournament competition. 

While the top notchers have been going 
fast, it is worthy of note that in some of the 
newer leagues some ridiculously small scores 
have been rolled. This does not indicate that 
the players are retrograding, but there are 
quite a number of converts to the game. 


Good Players Are Withdrawn. 


Secretary Robert J. Simons of the Bank- 
ers’ league takes exception to the statement 
made last week that there was any ob- 
jection made by any of the clubs in the 
league to the playing of Chalmers, Forch, 
and Klingenberg on the First National bank 
team, and asserts no rule was passed to 
prevent anybody employed by a bank from 
representing such institution in the league 
tournament. He further states that Mr.

But even if oné were to admit that three 
representatives in the 2:10 list, all pacers, is 
a creditable showing for a stallion who has 
been bred to as many good mares as Star 
Pointer, it would be necessary first to show 
that this trio were good racehorses. In the 
case of the 2:10 representatives of Star 
Pointer this can hardly be done. The fastest 
of the lot, Sidney Pointer, is a joke when 
viewed from a racehorse standpoint. To be- 
gin with, he is such a vicious creature that 
it takes a couple of men to hitch him fora 
race, and after he is on the track and ready 
for the fray it Is an even chance he will be 
distanced before the afternoon -is over by 
reason of sulkiness. These facts are well 
known to.all who saw the stallion perform 
a couple of seasons ago when John Kelly had 
him down the grand circuit. 

This year Sidney Pointer has been racing 
in Canada, and, according to a newspaper 
report from that section, a novel method of 
him attend to business has been 
adopted.

That horse pistols and shotguns 
will ever be allowed to take the place of the 
whip in harness races conducted under the 
auspices of the larger associations is doubt- 
ful, and until this is done Sidney Pointer, 
deprived of his brimstone accompaniment, 
would hardly cut much figure. 


Joe Pointer Lacks Endurance. 


The other pair of Star Pointer’s 2:10 pac- 
ers have also been racing this season. Of 
Joe Pointer it can truly be said that when 
he ts fully equipped for the fray with a 
pair of strong hopples, some goggles, and 
a select assortment of boots he is not a 
prepossessing candidate for the beauty 
show. In the early part of the campaign, 
when he was still eligible to the slow classes, 
doe Pointer certainly won a number of 
races, for the reason that. he was a 2:10 
horse and outclassed his fields in speed to 
such an extent that he was never in deep 
water when the homestretch was reached. 
But at Hartford, the first time he was asked 
to perform against a pacer capable of beat- 
ing 2:10, the son of Star Pointer, although 
he won the race, did not make an impres- 
sive showing. He was whipped from ‘the 
three-quarter pole to the wire in his first 
winning heat, finishing in a slow and de- 
corous fashion. In the secor, mile the 
fiailing was resumed a little earlier in the 
game, and in the homestretch the horse was 
so tired he staggered and swerved until 
the judges were compelled to give the heat 
to Sphinx S., although the latter was beaten 
a few feet to the wire. On anything that 
Joe Pointer has thus far accomplished he 
cannot be called a racehorse pacer, and the 
rigging that goes on him before he is deeme 
fit to start is plenty. ; 


Best Horse of the Three. 

Schiey Pcinter is by far the best. looking 
of the three sons of Star Pointer who have 
beaten 2:10, and in the apinion of horsemen 
he can outrace the other. two. But that he 
is a good racehorse is yet to be established. 
On at least one occagion this season when 
his backers had high hopes of success he lost 
by a break in a finish that was anything but 
fierce, an® while he has a lot of speed, he has 
not yet fought out a race In the style that it 
is necessary for any pacer to show before he 
can be admitted to the racehorse class. 

This whole matter of champion perform- 
ers as sires will always be a fruitful subject 
of discussion by horsemen and breeders. Once 
a stallion has acquired a world's record for 
speed, his services are in demand in the etud, 
anc he must then stand or fal! by his own 
merit as a speed producer, what he has done 
in the way of record eflattering being mere- 
ly credentials that entitle him to a fair trial. 
Smuggier was the champicn trotting stallion 
of the world for seven years, with a record 
of 2:15%, but when it was found that his 
get had no particuiar speed, he was at once 
relegated to obscurity. Phallas was another 
champion stallion who did not “ make good” 
when it came to siring speed, and Maxey 
Cobb wae a third example of the same sort. 

Since the day of those horses the champion 
trotting stallions bave, ae a done well 
in the stud, AxteM, Alberton. Nelson, and 
Palo Alto being examples, while not so high 
praise can be accorded Stamboul and Krem- 
lin, who once fought for the crowm Just 
now Cresceus ts the senemtion of the hour. 
One of his cots, Crescent Route, beat 2:25 a 
fraction of a second last year, but he did not 
gO good gaited,. and for that matter Cresceus 
himself, Phaiias, is not impreseive as to 
his way of going until etepping a 2:20 or bet- 
ter clip. The stud fees of Cresceus this 
season amounted to about $18,000, a royal 
sum to be collected for the services of any 
stallion, and his fee is $300; but three years

WHY GERMANS QUI? HOME 


COLONIAL CONGRESS AT BERLIN 
STUDIES EMIGRATION. 


Effort of Prof. Tille to Prove That the 
Kaiser’s Subjects Seek New Homes 
Across the Sea Solely to Benefit 
Their Financial Prospects Reject- 
ed—Real Reason Declared to Be De- 


sire to Escape Military Service and 


the Exactions of Police Control, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
BERLIN, Oct. 11.—The German colonial 
congress, now in session here, is devoting a 


‘large-part of its time to an effort to find out 


why Germans leave home. The weight of 
opinion declares that a large majority seek 
homes across the sea in order to find freedom 
from military service and frém exacting po- 
lice control. 


Prof. -Tille, chairman of the emigration 


section, attributed the emigration solely to 
economic reasons, emigrants being numerous 
when times are hard and fewer when Ger- 


‘many is prosperous. The task of the Colonial 


society and the government was to direct 
emigration to countries where the German 
would retain both his political and economic 
tie to the fatherland. He should be induced 
to go to the German colonies, but f[f he pre- 
ferred to go elsewhere he should be guided 
to South American or other countries where 
civilization was not equal to that of Ger- 
many. 
Opposes Emigration to America. 

The emigrant going to the United States 
or to the British colonies, where civilization 
was equal to Germany’s, was lost to Ger- 
many, because he was immediately absorbed 
into his adopted country. But in less high- 
ly organized and less civilized Latin America 
the German retained his language for two 
generations and continued to import German 
things. 

Prof. Tille’s views were subjected to de- 
structive criticism. It was affirmed. Dy 
Bremen shipping men that half the emi- 
grants passing through that port left Ger- 
many because they wanted a freer political 
and social atmosphere, and would not go to 
the German colonies because there they 
could not escape compulsory military serv- 
ice nor the vexation of exacting civil and 


police control. ? 
Dream of Liberty.. 

A pastor working among the emigrants at 

Hamburg confirmed this observation, saying 


that, next to the possibility of making an. 


easier living, the Germans dreamt of the 
political and social liberty existing over the 
Bea. 

In the full congress J. K. Victor of Bremen 
gaid the German colonies of Africa should 
be developed largely by the 10,000,000 of na- 
tives inhabiting them. He contrasted Ger- 
man treatment of the natives with that of the 
French. Great wrongs were done in Togo- 
land by the enormous land concessions to 
companies who sought to exclude the natives 
from participation in the rubber and other 
natural riches of that colony. 

The congress resolved to direct emigration 
to southwest Africa.

treaty of Paris of 1856, ac- 
cording to the terms of which 
Russia was debarred from rebuilding the 
defenses of Sebastopol and from fortifying 
any port in the Black sea, while the straits 
of the Dardanelles were. Closed. for all time 
to the passage of any slips 6f war save 
those of Turkey. The Black sea was at the 
same time neutralised, and, while opened to 
the commerce of the world, was closed to 
ships of war of every kind save a limited 
number of small gunboats for revenue pur- 
poses and for policing the lower Danube. 

At the close of the war between France 
and Germany in 1870, Russia; however, took 
advantage of the situation to address a cir- 
cular note to the signatory powers, declar- 
ing that it declined to be nd any longer 
by ‘those of the stipulations of the treaty 
which provided for the nevtralisation of 
the Black sea. This led to an international 
congress in London, which resulted in an 
amendment of the treaty of Paris in so far 
that Russia was permitted to maintain anv 
number of warships she saw fit in the Black 
sea. But the straits of the Dardanelles 
were declared as strictly barred as ever to 
all men of war. The result of this has nat- 
urally been that Russia has been compelled 
until now to build all the Ships of its large 
and powerful Black sea fleet on the shores 
of the Black sea, since it has been impos- 
sible for the czar to bring into the Black 

any of the men of war which have been

The finances of the city were de- 
ranged because of the fire, and remained so 
for a long time. For years it waeimpossibie 
for the municipality to do anything in the 
way of improvements. For years the 
thoughts and energies of most of the ablest 
men in the community were called away 
from municipal questions by the necessities 
of private business. The great fire gave an 
opportunity for a splendid display of Chica- 
go pluck and indomitable will, but in other 
respects it was a sore calamity. The men. 
who were here thirty-one years ago under- 
stand that much better than the men who 
Came here after the city was practically re- 
buiit and the strain of the work of recon- 
etruction was over. 


MORE MINE OWNERS’ INSOLENCE. 

Men who will be rude to a president can- 
not be expected to be civil toa governor. It 
is no wonder that President Baer, the ex- 
ponent of the theory of the divine right of the 
mine owners to govern the anthracite coal 
fields to suit themselves, should be uncivil 
to Gov. Odell. He is the chief magistrate 
of a populous state where hard coal is one 
of the necessities of life. His request that 
the mine owners make some arrangement 
with the miners so the community may be 
relieved was a legitimate request. Gov.. 
Odell’s official position gave him the right 
to make it, or, rather, imposed upon him.the 
duty of making it. The request should have 
beeneanswered civilly at least, but President 
Baer’s response was, “ We will not accept 
political advice or allow the interference of 
politicians in this, our. affair.” 

The hearts of the operators have been 

hardened, even as was the heart of Pharaoh. 
They will make no concessions. They will 
not even put a refusal in courteous lan- | 
guage. They resent asa personal indignity, 
or an invasion of their divine preroga- 
tives, efforts of representatives of the public 
to revive a paralyzed industry and to putan 
end to the industrial and individual suffering 
due to a lack of fuel. They say, insolently. 
to all who approach them, “this is our 
affair.” They are swift to thrust advice on 
the president and on governors. They ad- 
vise the prosecution of others for breaking 
laws which they themselves are continually 
breaking.

The arrogance of the mine owners, their 
assumption that the anthracite question is 
exclusively “‘ our affair,” and their unbend- 
ing determination to yield nothing and to 
compromise nothing, no matter how acute 
may be the sufferings of the community, 
have left them without a friend.

They have centered upon them- 
selyes the animosity of an outraged people, 
who will make what the anthracite mine 
owners call “our affair” their affair and 
settle it to their satisfaction. 3 


THE CROWN PRINCE OF SIAM. 

Another princely visitor is now upon Amer- 
ican soil. His royal highness, Chowfa. 
Maha Vajiravudh, crown prince of Siam, 
has reached New York, whence he will pro- 
ceed to Washington to pay his respects to 
the president and be received by the gov- 
ernment with al the honors due to his posi- 
tion. Then he will travel extensively through 


the country. 


The visit is sigtificant in a double sense. 
It is in part educational and it is also in- 
tended as a friendly tribute to the United 
States from this distant oriental nation 
which is seeking to introduce western re- 
forms and improvements. There is still an- 
other significance to this visit which in a 
certain sense is the more interesting of the | 
two. If the heir to the throne is wel) re- 
ceived by the people of this country and is 
favorably impressed by what he sees, it is 
the opinion of Mr. Barrett, ex-minister to 
Siam, that the king himself, Khoulalonkora, 
one of the ablest of oriental potentates, will 
follow his son ere long. In 1896 during his 
extended European tour he made arrange- 
ments to come to the United States, but 
had to change them, and he afterwards in- 
formed Mr. Barrett that the actual] con- 
summation of the plan would depend upon 
the report made by his son. Hence Mr. 
Barrett confidently states that if the re- 
port is favorable and if it appears that 
there will be no serious differences with 
-France during his absence, “ it is reason- 
able to expect that Khoulalonkorn will select 
1904, the year of the world’s exposition at 
St. Louis, as the most suitable and advan- 
tageous time in which to come to our demo- 
cratic shores.” 

Meanwhile, the heir of the Siamese throne 
will receive such a hearty welcome that 
there need be no doubt‘of the nature of 
the report he will maketotheking. Like his 
father he is thoughtful, progressive, and 
scholarly, speaks English fluently, and is in 
sympathy with western methods, and eager 
that they shall be introduced in Siam. 


ARTISTS’ FAREWELLS. 

The announcement in the English papers 
that Edward Lloyd, the great tenor, who 
recently took his farewell of the stage amid 
a most enthusiastic scene, will reappear for 
“absolutely the last time,” and after that 
may make a farewell tour of Australia and 
the United States, suggests the chronic 
difficulty, which always afflicts great sing- 
ers, of saying “ good-by " when they wish 
and sticking to the announcement. This 
particular difficulty in Mr. Lioyd’s case 


|} moves London Truth to cite many similar 


instances, among them Sims Reeves, Grisi, 
and Braham, who reappeared many times 
after they had said “farewell.” Mario 
also had the same habit. Now and then 
there are artists who retire and are not 
heard again, like Christine Nilsson and An- 
nie Louise Cary, but neither of these women 
took a definite farewell of the stage. They 
simply and suddenly stopped singing in pub- 
lie. 

Truth might have cited three other artists 
who were conspicuous for their retiring habit. 
There was Anna Bishop, who retired at 50, 
reappeared at 55, retired at 60, reappeared 
at 65, retired again at 70, and probably 
would havc reappeared again had not death 
permanently retired her from the stage she 
graced so long.

ENGLAND'S PRESENT DIFFICULTY. 

The English educational system, like most 
other things English, is at loose ends, It 
lacks the coherence, precision, and neatness 
which one.finds in the educational system 
of France. It is not strange, therefore, that 
morning after morning the English dis- 
patches try to give the American public a 
new explanation of the education bill, and 
morning after morning the American!public 
is plunged into deeper perplexity. There 
are certain salient facts, however, which 
no amount of explanation can obscure. 
These facts should be sed as the drowning 
man uses straws.. These are the only things 
which seem likely to keep the reading pub- 
lic from drowning in words. « 

There are in England at the present time 
just about 20,000 elementary schools, All 
these schools ‘have a financial connection 
with the government. About 6,000 of them, 
however, are strictly secular schools, called 
board schools, managed by school boards. 
In their cage the government, through the 
school boards, pays all bills and assumes 
all. responsibility and authority. The re- 
maining 14,000 schools are called voluntary 
schools. ‘They are supported in large part 
by religious denominations. About 12,000 
ot them belong to the Anglicans and 1,000 
to the Roman Catholics. ‘The rest are in 
the control of the Nonconformists, that is, 
of Protestants who are outside the Church 
of England. Now the new bill takes all 
these voluntary schools and provides for 
their support’ from public rates and taxes. 
Their management will remain practically 
what it is now. The secular authorities 
will appoint only one-third of their man- 
agers or trustees; the remaining two-thirds 
will continue to be Anglicans, Roman Cath- 
clics, Wesleyans, Baptists, and Presbyte- 
rians, as before. 

Where, then, is the injustice of which the 
Presbyterians, Baptists, and Wesleyans 
complain? Will not their schools fare just 
as well as the schools of their antagonists? 
The Anglican schools will be supported by 
the state, it is true, but so will those which 
are in the hands of any, other religious de- 
nomination. Even now voluntary schools 
receiye government aid. When the bill is 
passed they will receive complete govern- 
ment support. What is the difference in 
principle ? 

To these questions the Nonconformists 
return the answer that the Anglicans are 
just now much more strongly intrenched in 
elementary education. than they. are, and 
that the new bill aims at making this tem- 
porary Anglic#h advantage permanent. 
Drawing complete support from the govern- 


‘ment, the Anglicans will keep their present 


position forever. The Nonconformist schools 


‘are comparatively few in number. They 


w'li receive comparatively little benefit from 
the new subsidies. In fact, the Noncon- 
formist idea seems to be that if all the 
schools were taken over by the state and 
secularized in the same way in which the 


board schools are‘ now secularized, the goal 


ot progressive liberalism would have been 
reached. The Anglicans are standing for 
the principle that the state should help each 
denomination te educate its own children in 
its own religious atmosphere. The Noncon- 
formists are working toward the principle 


-that all schools supported by the state should 


be absolutely free from denominational 
teaching. Between two such principles it 
is difficult to suggest a compromise. One 
must triumph and the other surrender. It 
is clear, therefore, that the present contest 
cannot be settled by a haggling over details. 
It is not on the plane of details. It is on 
the plane of spiritual convictions. 


THE FLAT CROWDS OUT THE HOUSE. 
Flat or house? is the query put by sales- 

people to purchasers who order goods seut 

to their residence, and the question is one 


‘that reveals the trend of the times in refer- 


ence to modern homes. In the opinions 
of many students of social conditions it 
will not be many years before it will he 
needless for clerks to put this question to 
customers, as it will be taken for granted 
that the house, with its individual front 
door and its air of exclusiveness, is a thing 
of the past. This subject of flat life is 
one that is greatly interesting both to the 
sociologist and the sentimentalist. 

The sociologist looks upon it as a natural 
phase of modern social evolution, while the 
sentimentalist declares it to be the death 
blow to much of the poetic side of family 
life that bas found expression in song and 
story. How odd and obsolete will the song 
of the “Old Oaken Bucket” sound to a 
future generation the scenes of whose child- 
hood form a sort of composite picture of 
ever shifting flat life. The hero of coming 
‘romance can never sentimentalize over his 
return to the home of his youth, as this re- 
turn would involve a melancholy march 
from flat to flat, all suffering that pathetic 
deterioration only known to flat buildings. 
It is. certainly true that for the most part the 
heroes and heroines of modern fiction dwell 
in houses and that the whistle of the un- 
romantic speaking tubes is not heard in 
romance. But therein is no reason why a 
lover should not put as much expression 
into a call up a tube as did the colonial 
hero into the more sentimental knocker. 
And it is absurd to say that family feeling 
is a matter of individual brick walls and 
that sentiment will not flourish under a 
roof that shelters many family units. If, 
as is frequently stated, the apartment build- 
ings are to be the means of solving the ser- 
yant girl problem, then surely they may be 
looked upon as encouragers of sentiment, for 
where there is peace in the kitchen senti- 
ment is more apt to be found in the parlor.

When George Holland, the actor, died In 
New York in 1870 Joseph Jefferson be, to

parents attended. But the rector, @ clergy- 
man of the name of Sabirie, when he learned 
that Holland was an actor, declined to offi- 
clate, intimating, however, that perhaps 
Joseph Jefferson might be “* accommodated 
at the lHttle church around the corner 
that is. the Chuch of the Transfiguration, on 
East Twenty-ninth street. Holland was 
puried from there, and from that time forth 
it ie to that church that the New York thes- 
pians go to have their dead buried and ~—_ 
Lawrence Barrett having been buried from 
there. 


Still more severe was the Roman Catholic 
church formerly with regard to the stage. 
The theater was unequivocally condemned, 
all professional actors were pronounced to be 


{n a condition of mortal sin and were there- 


fore doomed, if they died in their profession, 
to eternal perdition. As a necessary conse- 
quence to this teaching the sacraments were 
denied to actors who refused to repudiate 
their profession and they were buried In un- 
consecrated ground. 

Lecky, the historian, relates how the beau- 
tiful and gifted Adrienne Lecouvreur, one 
of the brightest ornaments of the French 
stage, was denied Christian burial on ac- 
count of her being an actress, and was buried 
in a field for cattle on the banks of the Seine. 

It was only with extreme difficulty that per- 
mission could be obtained to bury Moliére 
in consecrated ground, because he had been 
a playwright, and even Racine had, out of 
regard to the church, to acknowledge that 
there was “ one stain” upon his memory— 
namely: that he had been a dramatic poet. 

Actors were even during the reign of King 
T.ouls XTII., Louls XIV., Louls XV., and 
Louls XVI denied the sacrament of mar- 
riage. An attempt was made to get around 
this by arranging that the actor who desired 
to marry should renounce his profession, re- 
turning thereto by order of the king after the 
performance of the ceremonies. But the car- 
dinal archbishop. of Paris, on learning this, 
refused to accord the sacrament of marriage 
to any. actor who could not produce an official 
paper guaranteeing him against ever return- 
ing to the stage. and the same arehbishop 
suspended a priest from his ecclesiastical 
functions because he had tnadvertently mar- 


ried an actor. 
And now we hear of the supreme head of 


the church at Rome according the honor of 


a private audience to a celebrated tragedi- 
enne, and tmparting to her his special biess- 
ing, and the archbishop of York entertaining 
Sir Henrv Irving at his palace of Bishops- 
thorpe, all of which goes to show that we 
have reached a more enlightened age, where 
greater charity and broadmindedness pre- 
vail. 
: 

Moreover. there are few of the more ¢m*- 
nent of European actors who have not re- 
ceived tokens of monarchical recognition, en- 
@owing them with a social status above that 
of their ordinary fellow citizens. Thus, 
whereas the first Napoleon absolutely de- 
clined to confer the cross of the Legion of 
Honor upon the celebrated actor, Talma, who 
had helped to organize the famous Comé- 
Gie Francaise, and who had taught him not 
only the art of deportment. but also that of 
oratory, besides fulfilling a number of con- 
fidential missions for him, there are today at 
least a dozen of the leading French actors 
whose buttonholes are adorned with the red 
ribbon ef the Region of Honor. 

The; Emperor of Austria has conferred. 
hereditary nobilty upon the popular and 
veteran -Viennese actor Von Sonnenthal, 
while in the same way the German co- 
median, 
German emperor. Queen Victoria conferred 
knighthood upon Henry Irving and Ban- 
croft, while King Edward has granted a 
similar distinction to that equally popular 
Anglo-American actor, Charles Wyndham, 
who served throughout the civil war tn this 
country as a cavalry surgeon. Besides this, 
the De Reszkes have been decorated with 
the Victorian order, and everything possi- 
ble has been done to efface the memory of 
the fact that in the days of Shakspeare the 
members of the dramatic profession were 
judicially regarded as vagrants and from 
a social point of view as menials. 


' I should add that Eleonora Duse fs by 
no means the first well. known actress who 
has been received by the pope. He like- 
wise accorded an audience to the Viennese 
footlight favorite, Kattle Schratt. It istrue 
that the latter was traveling in Italy at 


the time as a member of the suite of the ” 


Countess Trani, that Bourbon princess who, 
of Bavarian birth, is a sister of the jate 
Empress of Austria. But the ccuntess 
would not have selected Mme. Schratt as 
her traveling companion, nor would Leo 
XIII. have received her along with the 
prineess in private audience, had any of the 
social or ecclesiastical prejudices remained 
concerning the dramatic profession which 
were still in existence as recently as fifty 
years ago. 


In. Europe the status of the stage may be 


said to be even superior to what it is here, 


in the sense that there Is less inclination on 
the part of society to discriminate against 
the dramatic profession. Thus, in London 
there are several actors who’ belong to the 
smartest and most exclusive clubs, to the 
membership of which, it is true, their birth 
entitles them, while ‘their. conhection with 
the stage Is not considered as a disqualifica- 
tion. And in Madrid we find Don Fernando 
de Mendoza, the star actor at the Teatro 
Espagnol, forming part of the Veloz and the 
other most exclusive clubs of the Spanish 
capital. True, he isa grandee by birth, and 


‘by inheritance duke of Balsazode and mar- 
‘quis of Fontanar, as well as the son-in-law, 


by his first marriage, of that famous Field 
Marsha) Serano; who, on two separate occa- 
sions, was president of the Spanish republic.. 

Here in America the stage has not yet 
attracted as a profession any of the members 
of the old colonial and historic families. But 
that. will come in time. Possibly a scion 
of the house of Jay, Livingston, or Carroll 
may. be seized like that grandson of the duke 
of Richmond, or like that Spanish hidaigo 
whose name I have just mentioned, with a 
yearning for histrionie honors and footlight 


applause, and then the doors of the most 
exclusive clubs will be opened to the dramatic | 


fraternity, and the fact of being a mummer 
will no longer be considered as a bar to 


election. 


The women here are already showing the

Among these are instruments which meas- 
ure the acuteness of taste, touch, hearing, 
seeing, and smell; weigh the amount of 
blood attracted to the brain by dreams or 
mental work; record the effect of emotions 
upon the depth of respiration and the un- 
conscious movements or trembling of the 
various muscles; time the brain’s speed of 


_ thought and action; measure the nerves’ 


sensitiveness to pain, heat, cold, and elec- 
tricity; gauge the accuracy of the eye or 
hand in detecting distance and dimension: 
record the actual power of the various mus- 
cles, as the clutch of the hand or the blow 
of the fist; determine how much more one

person can endure than.another; how much 
more. susceptible to suggestion one is than 
another. With sueh instruments, which au- 
tomatically record these observations on 
paper, a man’s entire working mechanism 
can be reduced to a chart which could fit no 
other of his brother kind. 

‘Luckily for the projectors of the enter- 
prise, their geese have been already caught 
for them, and it only remains for them to 
perform the cooking. The country’s insti- 
tutions confine the representative number 
of abnormal men except the geniuses, and 
there is no difficulty, thanks to the press, 
in discovering the whereabouts of this dis- 
tinguished class. The first man to vyolun- 
tarily subject himself to a complete investi-.

matures are more open. The first practical 


purpose will be the discovery of the physical 


and. mental characteristics common to crim- 
inal children, and whether such character- 
istics are due to heredity or environment in 
the majority of cases. Scientific criminolo- 
gists mow generally believe that surround- 
ings are more responsible for crime than is 
inherited instinct. If a study of thousands 
of criminal children were to prove this to be 


the case then there may be a more reasona- 


bie hope for the lessening of crime. 


Crime as a Disease. 


Is crime really a disease? This is another 
problem which criminologists would like to 
see solved. Statistics show that 82 per cent 
of the inmates of our principal penitentiaries 
are in good health; 11 per cent Im fair health. 


lf crime is a disease it would appear from a 


superficial view that the ailment is little 


_ related to what is generally so termed. 


About 90 per cent of criminals in the few 
prisons so far investigated appear to he nor- 
mal persons’ who have fallen from the 
strait and narrow path simply through 
bad association or unhappy accident. They 
are not criminal at heart, and perhaps wceuld 


not again commit a misdecd, 


A untform study of criminals’ brains weuild 
be an important part of the work. Com- 


paratively few brains of criminals have been 
studied, and there has been little agreement 
in the results obtained. The fact that the

In touch and sensitiveness to pain he is ob- 
tuse. When the eyes of several hundred 
young crimirals and students were com- 
pared the delinquent showsd double the per- 
centage of color biindness found in the nor- 


left side and a preponderance of the right 
side of the skull and brain are character- 
istics rated in a large number of criminals 
examined. Inasmuch as the left side of 
man’s brain controls the right side of his ~ 
body, and vice versa,.all of this has led to 
the problem as to whether the average crim- 
ina] is controlled by the opposite brain hemis- 
phere from that which controls the average 
normal man. 


Tke Habilual Criminal. 


The habitual criminal is the most dangerous 
element in our society. Superficial investi- 
gation indicates that one in every ten of our 
criminals belongs to thisclass. The habitual 
criminal or “ recidivist "' finds nothing de- 
testable in crime, but makes ita trade. His 
reform is rare under existing systems of dis- 
cipline and education. The men are fearless 
in robbery or murder, but the women are 
more prone to cunning and revenge. 

Both sexes greatly resemble the insane, and 
some criminologists class them as in the first 
stages of insanity, inasmuch as the insane, 

fore their malady ts apparent, are often 
given to stealing, deceiving, forging, and con- 


cealing.

Building the Balloon.

Two or three men can set it up in a few 
moments, and when they pull the ram back 
and let it go at a distance of thirty feet it 
deals the big tree such a ponderous blow that 
it quivers as if shaken by a Hercules, and Rie 
pecans rain upon the éarth. 

Miss Bardine has furnished employment 
fur all the boys and girls fn the country. It 
is believed that she will clear $25,000 before 
the season closes, It was a bold and well 
planned venture for a young girl.

OT every man with two good eyes can 

dodge trolley cars, but “ Blind Alcc,”’ 

a well known character of. the levee, 

Clark street fifty times a day, 

and he doean't understand why a per- 

son can't keep out of the way. ; There is no 

atreet’ in the city on which s0 many electric 

care afe run ae Clark etreet, from Washing- 

ton street south to Archer avenue. Owing 

to the congestion north of Van Buren street 

extra speed is put on to make up lost time by 

south bound cars after they have passed that 

point. The block from Van Buren to Har- 

rison is a lofig one, and cars usually get 

under full momentum between those streets. 

Scarcely a minute in the day that a car is not 
going one direction or the other. 

“ Blind Alec,’’ whose names is Alexander 
Davis, lives at 311 Clark street, about the 
middie of the block. He makes a living by 
running errands for Chinamen afd col- 
cored people in “ Chinatown.’’ During the 

‘course of the twenty-four hours he has to 
cross Clark street from twenty to fifty times, 
but he has never met with an accident. 

The thousands of patrons of the Chicago 
City railway lines have seen the biind man 
Gedge fast runing care time and again, 

and before they came to know him well they 


got 60 used to the familiar figure that they 
no longer slow up when they see him ap- 
h 


From ten to fifteen persons are hurt every. 
week by cars in the block where “ Blind 
Alec” has no trouble in keeping out of 
harm’s way,.and the police reports show a 
large number of fatal ore in that vi- 
cinity. Mes, 

“ Blind Alec’ wears a patch over his left 


eye, the optic having been removed eight | 
years 


ago. His right eye hae what the doc- 
tore call a sympathetic cataract. With this 
eye he can distinguish daylight from dark- 
ness, but that ise all. He cannot discern ob- 
jects, no matter how close to him. With 
the loes of his eyesight his hearing became 
more acute, and on this sense he depends 
entirely tn finding his Way about the streets 
of the tevee. He always carries a cane, 
which he taps along in front of him. 

** I'm always careful in crossing the strep.” 
sald the biind negro. “JI stand back about 
three feet from the car tracks a-listening 
befoah I cross oveh. I can judge by the bell 

t how far away the car is, and I nevah 
make a mistake as to the distance. Lots of 
people who see me hopping across the tracks 
think I can see out of this right eye, but I 
can't see a etem.

NOBODY WANTED 


ANTHRACITE COAL | 


Time Was When the Barons Had 


Consumers. 


. HICAGO people who think they can- 
F not get along without an te coal 
this winter have as ‘much trouble as 
their ancestors did 110 years ago in 
.. trying to get along with it. 

The early Pennsylvania coal barons tried 
for twenty-seven years to get people to buy 


times before they could make householders 
and manufacturers believe that ‘stone 
coal,” as they called it, was good fuel. 

The first anthracite sold in Philadelphia 
brought $21 a ton, and Was as great a curiosi- 
ty then as it is this winter In Chicago, Twen- 
ty-seven years after the first anthracite coal 
baron began business the price of this fuel 
in Philadelphia. was still $8.40 a ton, and in 
the <ighty' years since then it has not reached 
what the public would call “ reasonable lim- 


Anthracite was discovered in Pennsylvania 
as early as 1790, but nobody knew how to 
keep it burning after it had been ignited. A 
few early barons had faith,in it, however, 
and bought a tract in Lehigh county where 
the coal cropped out through the surface. 
They formed the Lehigh Coal Mine company 
and were the originators of all the troubles 


since. 

The Lehigh company was in advance of the 
times, however. The country then had wood 
to burn, and people who had wide fireplaces 
and andirons couldn't see any use for the 
little hard lumps that took so much trouble 
to ignite, and refuse to keep burning when 
lighted. The Lehigh company built a wagon 
read down from ite surface mine to the Le- 
high river, nine miles away, and sent a boat- 
load of the fuel to Philadelphia, when the 
water was high enough, but there was no 
market for it. 3 

Then a navigation company was formed 
in 1798 to clear the Lehigh of stones and 
snags, and interest in the new fuel revived. 


The Lehigh Coal Mine company, which had | 


become discouraged, leased its property 
several men, but they also failed to fi 
market. The people went on burning soft 
coal and wood until the war of 1812, when the 
blockade of the coast by Great Britain made 
Virginia coal too expensive. 

The bankrupted Pennsylvania coal barons 
then tried a third time to get the citizens to 
burn anthracite. Five boatioads were start- 
ed from Mauch Chunk for Philadelphia. 
Three boats ‘were wrecked on the way, but 
two reached the city safely, where wiremak- 
ers bought the fué@i for $21 a ton. 

Even then no one knew how to ignite the 
fuel properly, according to Prof. John Bach 
McMaster. The workmen at the wire factory 
spent a whole night trying to get the furnace 
started, and then shut the door and started 
home in disgust. 

One of the men forgot his coat, however, 
and came back to find that the closed door 
had solved the draft problem, and the fur- 
nace was red hot. After that anthracite 
was in regular demand by the manufac- 


turers. :

ACCIDENTS DUE TO 
“RUBBERNECKING.” 


Five Women a Day Hurt Because 
They Stare at Other 
People. 


IVE women a day, according to the 
. police reports, are hurtin the shopping 

 - @istrict by street cars or other vehicles 

running into them. Some of the cases 

are serious, and demand removal 
of the injured persons to a hospital or their - 
homes. The great majority of these acci- 
dents, crossing policemen deciare, are due 
to what is vulgarly called “*‘ rubbernecking.”’ 

“Nine women out of ten who are hurt 
by street cars or vehicles drawn by horses 
have only themselves to blame,’’ said ar 
officer who for several years had guarded a 
State street crossing. ‘I have seen dozens 
of women injured down here in the retail 
district, and I never saw one who met with 
an accident who was not ‘ rubbernecking.’ 
For instance, a woman will start to cross the 
street with an armful of bundles. Half 
way over, in the middle of the car tracks, 
she turns around to look ata woman who 
hes passed her from the opposite direction. 
Perhaps it was the woman’s hat or the hang 
of the skirt that has caused the other woman 
to stop and ‘take her in.’ At any rate, she 
stands there like a block of stone, deaf to 
the clanging of the car bell and the shouts 
of the people who see her danger. Finally, 
after she has feasted her eyes on the hat or 
skirt, or whatever it was that’ caught her 
fancy, she wakes up and finds a street car 
or vehicle of some kind bearing down on her. 
She is confused, and doesn’t know which way 
to turn. The chances are 100 to 1 that she 
will step in front of the car or carriage, if 
she has to run five feet to do it, and then 
the ambulance is called. She tells her hus- 
band and everybody else that the motorman 
cr gripman, as the case might be, tried de- 
liberately to run her down. 

“The same thing is true of a great many 
men who are injured downtown. Two men 
out of five (that’s a conservative estimate) 
will turn around ten times in walking one 
block to look at women who attract their 
rotice. And, do you know, it's a habit with 
a whole lot of men.

Agents and Drivers Spend Average. 
of Ten Dollars a Day Each 


on Beer. 


KNOW of no other'way of .conduct- 
té ng a brewery than to allow an ex- 
pense account to agents and drivers,” 
was the comment of Judge Dunne in 
the Superior court recently in approv- 
ing the account of $3,300, which Receiver E. 
H. Roche, for the Brewer & Hofmann Brew- 
ing Co., rendered for this purpose in the 
conduct of that defunct brewery for the 
twelve months of his receivership. eee 
In thie Judge Dunne did not pose as @ 
expert; in fact, it must be taken for granted 
that there are many things in the conduct 
of the brewing business in Chicago and elee- 
where, of which the judge is profoundly 
fgporant. For instance, it is doubtful if the 
judge has any idea of the fact that there 
is a saloonkeeper tn Adams street who 
bought his place three and s half years 
ago of a man who was using a certain brand 
ef beer which the new purchaser did not. 
Vke, but which the new purchaser is still 
selling because he is not allowed by the beer 
combine to change his orders to any other 
brewery in the organization. 
And even more to the point, it may be 
guestioned if the judge knows thac with 
some of the agents of the big breweries this 


expense account of the agent practically | 


is unlimited: that he may spend more money 
in drinks in the saloons of customers in one 
day than he draws in salary ine week, and 
yet hear no protect from the employing 


company. 


Agents Spend $10 a Day. 

Alec it-might seem anomalous to the judge 
that an agent should spend three times the 
money, in éne of the cheapest saloons that 

e spends in the finest barroom in Chicagu. 
Bee these things are true, and in the height 
of thé beer season in Chicago. $10 a day 
ie about the average spending money al- 
lowed to an agent, while in the way of re- 
bates on empty barrels and botties the mean- 
est driver may have $1.60 a day for the pur- 


pose. 

In the conduct of a large brewery the 
ledger item “ Spendings, Agents and Driv- 
ers” is one of the heavy factors in the fina! 
“ Profit and Loss" account at the end of 
the year. It may amount to one-fourth 
of the account for revenue stamps; it may ap- 
proach one-half of the wage schedule of the 
brewery: it may rank one-third with the 

eneral expenditures ‘for grains and other 

rewery supplies. Aboveali, itis that uncer- 
tain and indeterminate item of expense with- 
out which breweries even under the wing 
of the Chicago and Milwaukee Brewing as- . 
sociation cannot conduct business. ’ 

Tt was in the case of the receiver of the 
Brewer & Hofmann plant a year ago that 
the legality of agents and drivers’ expense 
accounts came before Judge Dunne. Objec- | 
tions had been made. to the receiver's ac- 
eount in*this respect. While Judge Dunne 
was on the Criminal bench of the county. 
Judge Tufey had sent the matter to a master 
in chancery, and the master bad reported 
acknowledging the justnese and the neces- 
sity of the account.

- Present Courts Unsuitable. 

“One who gdes into the police courts can- 
not fail to see the benefit which would be de- 
rived from the creation of a separate court 
for women.” said Mise Bartelme. “ While 
my work is more with juveniles than with 
women. I have seen ehough to make me fa- 
vorably disposed towards the ‘woman's court. 

“In the first place the surroundings of a 
police court and thé conditions under which 
trials are conducted meke them unfit for 
women. No matter what the woman may be, 
she is made worse by association even for an 
hour with the clase of persons who fill a po- 
lice court room every morning. ; 

“The bad effect on the woman is seen at 
once. The spectators are there to be amused, 
The prisoners are usually of the lowest type. 
The woman is. brought in among these. She 
knows that she is on display and that the 
people who have been brought there out of 
curiosity expect her to show off. She does it. 

“~Tt ig not only degrading to her. It is 
Gegrading to the peaple who are listening to 
the trial, It makes the court something 
which a court ought not to be—e piace of 
amusement. ° 

“'Bhere are certain cases in which womén 
are involved which should be heard in some 
other method than that now used. There are 
women who are brought into these surround- 
ings through no favit of their own. It is 
their misfortune and it is made doubly un- 
fortunate because of the conditions existing. |

Talked Of in New York. 

The subject ham been discussed also in 
New York by Justice Willard Olmisted, who 
presides over the children’s court in that 
city. He doubts the practicability of the 
plan, for the simple fact that in woman's 
misdeeds the man js as much in evidence 
as the woman is in n’scrimes — 

“The cburt would inevitably be invaded 
by men,” he sald. I believe with Lombroso 
that a ‘woman's weakness is an incentive to 
eértain defects, such as lying, which might 
be more pronounced,in the presence of a 
number of men, ané@ that her emotional and 
dramatic tendencies would probably be 
brought more irito play than if she were 
brought before her ow? sex. 

“While I cannot see the 


Woman's court, I do not believe in the same 
measure of punishment for meh and women. 
The punishment, in fact/ should not be made 
to fit the crime, but to fit the individual, and 
the niche he or she occupies in society. The 
solution. in my mind, would be to make the 
disoretionary powers of the court greater. 
“While I do not go so@aras to say there 
ie sex in crime, I think woman criminal 
Should bé especially consigered.” .

Lo, and 
behold! there is a “ frock and frill " arrange- 
ment intended and designed to fill just this 
neal. Should a wedding in the family and 
the preparation of a dainty trousseau Incite 
the small maid to prépare a similar outfit for 
dolly, the patterns for similarty filmy and del- 
icate belongings wilt help to ren@er the task 
And, all the time, the happy child is 
learning how to sew. 
“ Grown people iike the patterns, too,” says 
Miss Gray further. “‘ Most women, you see, 
dress a doll or two’ occasionally, and the cut- 
ting of a doll’s pattern is no.easy task for 
the uninitiated worker to perform. But when 
the pattern is as carefully constructed and 
matched, and perfected in every detail as 
though @ rare and rarely expensive.garment 
were to bé made by it, this task is greatly 
simplified.

There are at least two reasons for this 
opposition. One of them is that conductors 
fo not always remove them, and after he 
leaves the train a passenger goes from place 


Hatters say, and the observing man soon 
finds out for himself, that the repeated stick- 
ing of cardboard in the band of a stiff hat 
loosens the band and gives the hat—no mat- 
ter how much it has cost—a cheap appear- 
ance. When the busy coéhductor desires to 
shift some of his duties he sets the brake- 
man to pulling checks.. Sometimes he yanks 
them outany old way, oftentimes displeasing 
to the passenger. The conductor himself is 
not always gentile in “ chucking” a check. 
He leaves them sticking at all angles. 
Sometimes he has checks of as many as 
three colors, and when he finishes up a car

NOVEL PRISON REFORM. 


Ttaly | Compensation. . for 


Men >Unjustly Condemned. 


NEW criminal bill is about to be dis- 

cussed in Italy; and it is thought in 

Rome that it will be passed. It pro- 

poses to concede to those found to 

have been unjustly condemned to 
prison an indemnity, to be decided upon by 
the courts. 

If the person has been in prison through 
a real judicial error the indemnity will in 
some way correspond to the financial loss 
which he and his family have sustained, 
while if he has been condemned through the 
bad faith of a third pergon, through false tes- 
timony (for which, of course, the court which 
condemned him is not responsible), the in- 
demnity will be less, but at least he will have 
the wherewithal to begin life anew. 

It has been proposed to indemnify those 
living when the law passes who have al- 
ready been released from unmerited condem- 
nations, or the families of those who have 
died while undergoing unjust

Tt takes léng experience to acquire that in- 
tuftion, as it were, by which the choice is 
known. from the indifferent. Not all, by a 
means can ever acquire the faculty, afd those 
that can are able to command ge salaries 
as buyers. On the other hand, shoppers are 
cohstantly deceived by flagrant impostures, 
which, by the operation of a few simple 
tests, can easily be detected. 
“Of the goods sold as ‘ali wool,’ there is 
not one-tenth that is genuine. In the 
greater part, the main component is cotton, 
The test is simple. All that is necessary 
is to pull out a few threade and apply 4 
lighted match. Cotton will go off in a 
blaze; wool will shrivel up. 
“'T) distinguish true, pure linen from the 
counterfeit article is evem easier. The in- 
tending buyer need but wet her finger and 
apply it to the goods. If they be pure linen, 
the moisture will pass straight through; the 
spot touched wil? be soaked at once, and 
almost immediately one side will be as 
wet as the other. 
“ Fraude are more numerous in silk than 
in any other fabric, but here, also, the ma- 
terial of adulteration is cotton. Ite 
can readily be discovered. Draw a few 
threads out. The pleces of cotton will enap 
off short when pulled, while the silk will 
stretch and permit a considerable pull before | 


breaking. 

Slik, cotton, and wool, these are the three 
materials of cloth, and by the methods given, 
the purchaser can at least make certain that 
she is obtaining what she paid for.
